ARMS: Azure, a pheon argent. Ona chief of the last, two spur-rowels with part of 
the spur gules.. 


CREST: An arm in armor holding up a Caltrap (Caltrop) proper. 
MOTTO: ESTO QUOD ESSE VIDERIS. Translated, Be what thou seemst to be. 


The chief seat of this little clan, of which few notices can be gleaned, was 
at Ardincaple, a handsome turreted mansion, said to have been built in the twelfth 
century in Row, a point in the western extremity of Dumbartonshire. They had once 
been in Kintale, so the old statistical account of that parish states, "that when 
the McRaes first entered Kintale there were several clans inhabiting it, particu- 
larly the MacAulays, of whom no vestige now remains." Buchanan of Auchmer believes 
that the MacAulays of Ardincaple to be the family of Lennox. 


"For confirmation of this allegation," he writes," in a charter by Malduin, 
Earl of Lennox, to Sir Patrick Grahame, of the currucate of Muckrow is Aulay the 
Earls brother, as also in another charter by the same Earl to William, son of 
Arthur Galbraith, the witnesses are Duncan and Aulay, the Earls Brethern. This 
Aulay is mentioned in divers other charters of the Earl, as was also said Aulay's 
son and successor, designated Duncan, son of Aulay, or MacAulay, Knight, is inserted 
in a charter by the same Zarl to Walter Spruel of the lands of Dalquhern, but I can 
find no mention made of this Duncan's successor." Malduin, Earl of Lennox, died 
early in the reign of Alexander III, 


The Laird of Auchmer states that the next to be met with, and supposed to be 
of the MacAulay line, is Arthur, designated of Ardincaple, witness to a charter 
by Duncan, Earl of Lennox; so this might be the grandchild to the Duncan last 
mentioned. There is a current tradition that this family or surname was designated 
Arncaples (sic) of that ilk, for some time, until from one of the chiefs, properly 
called Aulay, the whole surname was so denominated. 


Hugh Montgomery of Hesilhead, son of Alexander, Master of Montgomery, 130-152 
had a granddaughter who was married to MacAulay of Ardincaple. According to 
Douglas's Peerage, Hugh was a son of Andrew, the third Lord. 


Sir Aulay MacAulay of Ardincaple appears in 158) in the Rolls of the Landlords 
and Ballies in the Highlands and Isles as one of the principal vassals of the Earl 
of Lennox. In the same register in 1585 we find caution given by Bontein, of 
Ardoch, for Alan MacAulay of Ardincaple and Patrick MacAulay, Allister Dewar's son, 
that Petir Burnsyde in Gowaineburne, his wife, bains and servants shall not be 
troubled or molested by them.

FURTHER CERTIFICATION OF THE MACKALL FAMILY 


The following is taken from a letter written under date of January 5, 188) 
by Mr. Hardy B. McCall, of Warwickshire, England, to Mr. A. J. McCall of Phila- 
delphia, Pa., in which he said. 


"As your family has until recently spelled the same Mackall, it would of 
course, be futile to look for any immediate connection between us, aS mine has 
been McCall to my knowledge for the past 280 years, still it is probable that 
we all came from the same stock," 


"I find in the register of Sasines or (record of heirs) preserved by Edinburg, 
that one George Makcall was heir to his brother John McCall of Auchinchain, in 
Glencairn Dumfrieshire of Sept. h, 1646, Note that the names of two brothers 
are spelled differently, Makcall and McCall,' 


"Lord Lyon, who is a very learned Scottish Geneologist (to whom I showed your 
letter) says that he considers that the McCalls of Dumfrieshire derive their origin 
from the family of McAlla or Macauley of Dumbartonshire and points to the fact for 
confirmation of this supposition, that in the 16th and early 17th century the name 
was commonly Makeall or Mackall and sometimes Mackally, which could not have been 
derived from the McCalls of Argylshire." 


The above would seem to support the certification of the International 
Heraldic Institute as given on the preceding page. 


Re: The Motto as used with the Mackall Arms: Years ago Helen Victoria 
Mackall (Mrs. Isaac P, Bowen) had the Arms reproduced in oil for her family and used 
the Broome motto "Domine dirigo nos" which she had a perfect right to do; she being 
a direct descendent through her grandmother, Elizabeth Gantt Broome (Mackall). 
Any descendent of the marriage of Dr. Richard Covington Mackall and Elizabeth 
Gantt Broome, can also use it rightfully, but no others,

There were two Clans MacAulay. The best known were the MacAulays of Ardincaple, 
in Dumbartonshire, a property disposed of by the 12th Chief in the 18th century 
to the Campbells of Argyll. They have no connection with the Lewis Clan MacAulay. 
The MacAulays of Ardincaple are believed to be o2 the family of Lennox, for in a 
charter granted by Maldowen, Earl of Lennox, to Sir Patrick Grahame, is Aulay, the 
Earl's brother, as also in another charter by the same Earl to William, son of 
Arthur Galbraith, the witnesses are Duncan and Aulay, the Earl's brothers. 

Sir Aulay MacAulay of Ardincaple appears in 1587 in the Roll of the Landlords and 
Bailies in the Highlands and Isles as one of the principal vassals of the Earl of 
Lennox, 

The last portion of the clan territory passed out of the hands of the 12th Chief 
in 1767, when Ardincaple was sold to the Duke of Argyll. 

The first MacAulay of Lewis on record is Donald Cam, mentioned in 1610, who is 
Said to have been captured along with Torquil Dubh in 1597, but escaped. Donald 
Cam's son, Angus of Brenish, was killed at Auldern Battle, 1645. His son, Dugald, 
succeeded him as Fear Bhrenis, and his son was Rev, Aulay Macaulay, minister of 
Harris, married to Rev. Kenneth Morrison's daughter, of Stornoway. His son was 
the Rev. John Macaulay, Minister of Inveraray, whose son, Zachary, was father of 
the famous Thomas, Lord Macaulay, poet, essayist, and historian. An M.P. from 
1830-56, he was raised to the peerage in 1857, but died unmarried, 

The Lewis MacAulays had namesakes, no doubt kinsmen, on the mainland, vassals to 
the MacKenzies. Lochbroom is said to have been their original possession, a 
district which the heiress of Duncan MacAulay is said to have given with her hand 
to the chief of the MacKenzies in the lth century, The MacAulays of the mainland 
are coupled with the Macleays and MacIvors in the 15th century as giving trouble to

Wizard of Communications 


If a newspaper does not have adequate com- 
munications it cannot do its work properly, and 
if this newspaper had not had the services of 
Frederick E. Meinholtz for more than forty 
years its communications problems would have 
been tougher. There was no method of getting 
or transmitting news over wires or through the 
air with which Mr. Meinholtz was not familiar, 
and some of the tricks of transmission he worked 
cut himself. The titles he held did not matter, 
though in time all the communications of The 
Times came under his responsibility. The phrase 
was, “Ask Fred Meinholtz,” and if Mr. Meinholtz 
did not know the answer there probably was none. 

Mr. Meinholtz was radio consultant to the 
Byrd Antarctic expeditions. He managed the job 
so well that during one eighteen months’ period 
this newspaper's correspondent with Byrd, the 
late Russell Owen, missed direct contact only 
two days. His advice was sought after by Roald 
Amundsen and many others. 

At 71 he lacked only a few days of retirement, 
though none of his friends believed this meant 
anything more than a change of routine. His 
interest in his art and science remained undi- 
minished. He had a pleasant and unassuming per- 
sonality, and now that he has gone his way into 
a deeper mystery he will be missed by many who 
knew little about communications but found him 
always, under all conditions, unrushed and | 
friendly.

FB. MBINHOLTZ, 1, 
OP THE TIMES DIES 


Was Communications Head 
for Three Decades 


Frederick E, Meinholtz, com- 
munications engineer who was 
director of The New York 
Times communications system 
for three decades, died Satur- 
day night at Terrace Heights 
Hospital after a long illness. 
His age was 71. 

Mr. Meinholtz was a pioneer 
in the development of short- 
wave radio news broadcasting. 
He had been in communications 
work. since 1906 when, at the 
age of 16, he first became a 
counter clerk in a Western 
|Union office in his home town 
of St. Louis. 

The next year he became 
office manager for Western 
Union in that city, a post he 
held until 1917, He served in 
the Navy from 1917 until 1915, 
and he joined the communica- 
tions department of The Times 
in 1920. In 1931 he became the 
department’s director and held 
that position, which at one time 
included running The New York 
|Times News Service. He was to 
have retired Dec. 31. 

Mr, Meinholtz helped to set, 
up Press Wireless, Inc., in the 
late Nineteen Twenties, was the 
transmission agency’s secretary 
between 1932 and 1943 and was 
one of its directors at his death. 
But he was probably best 
known to the public as an 
“eavesdropper” because of an 
incident that happened in 1928 
—an incident that made a 
minor sensation in the press at 
the time and has since bee. 
retold countless times, drama- 
‘tized on radio and reprinted in 
| magazines.

Perhaps that is why the woodwork re- 
mains in the memory. Here the cross and 
Bible doors are ali intact, as is the simple 
dog-ear molding around doors and windows, 
The prize bit is to be found in the front 
parlor, an-e\quisite example of the cabinet- 
maker's art in the delicate beading and 
fiuting of the mantel. This room, with its 
three huge windows looking out over the 
Potomac, opens onto the back parlor, being 
separated by a folding door topped by an 
arched fanlight, an unusual contrivance, 
which contributes immeasurably to the hos- 
pitably expansive atmosphere of the house.

Annie Leakin Sioussat, who includes in 
her book on “Old Manors in the Colony of 
Maryland” a short account of Nicholas Cau- 
Bine, states that the plantation was granted 

Lord Baltimore “for service made in 

649-50, according to early traditions of 
plantation.” Just what this service was is 
not recorded. 

Built in a day when the choice home aites 
were those convenient to water routes, Cau- 


sine’s Manor is close to the river and far 
from the public road. Its situation was 
ideal at the time of its erection and for 
many years afterwards, but it is not well 


adapted to modern day conditions. The exe. 
act date of its erection is unknown, but 
its general plan and curious features testify 
to its great age. 

The large house is built without wings, 
but during its history smaller buildings of © 
various sizes have rambled off to the side 
without any set direction. These no doubt 


4ncluded the kitchen and, perhaps, an office. 


The walls of the house are of logs covered 
with clapboards wedged together with . 
wooden pins. Five big chimneys tower 
above the gambrel roof. The dormer win- 
dows are not triangularly capped as is true 
of many of the houses in this vicinity. Ine 
stead they follow the slanting roof in the 
form of extensions and end in a straight 
line above the window panes. 

The rear of the house is more interesting 
than the front, for it is this side that faces 
the water and from which the view, in- 
cluding a fine sweep of the river, is superb. 
A wide porch stretches the entire width of 
the house, and the gardens beyond are 
terraced down to the water. J 

A wide central hall divides the building 
from front to back, and the rooms on either
